We have received several copies of “Bal- 
four’s Essays” in this town, They bear 
every impression of having been written 
by a man of erudition and talent, ‘Their 
expression is bold and independent; and 
seems to be almost fearless of coutradic- 
tfon. They appear however to have been 
penned with honesty aud candour; aad 
the author in some places seems almost 
to urge areply. At any rate, if any one 
conceives him to be in an error, he is anx- 
tous to have it pointed out. His detini- 
tion of the words rendered soul, spir- 
i, &c. L presume will not be disputed.— 
As these Essays are now before the pub- 
lic, | feel it a duty to slate that Mr. Dods 
has delivered a series of Discourses the 
year past to the First Universalist So- 
ciety in this place on this very subjcet. 
He denies the immortality of either soul 
or spirit in this state ol existence; argues 
that at death he wholly dies, and that the 
resurrection is his only hope, and that its 
certainty rests altogether on the :esurrec- 
tion of Christ. In his first discourse he 
argued the plausibility of two resurrec- 
tions—one as having taken place on the 
coming of Christ at the destruction of Je- 
rusalem—and another as yet future.— 
This idea he defended with considerable 
ingenuity, founded on what appeared to 
many of us scripture testimony. In_ his 
next discourses he proposed carrying the 
subject still farther. As a foundation, he 
first delivered three discourses on the 
character of Jesus Christ and his resur- 
rection. His ideas were mostly new to 
us, and I presume would be to the pub- 
lic, 

On examining Mr. Balfour’s prospectus, 
he declined publication,supposing he would 
occupy the whole field of his labors, and 
save him the task of appearing before the 
public as an author. The ‘ Essays”’ have 
now appeared but do not occupy Mr. Dods 
ground, except on the mortality of the 
whole man. In this they agree. There 
is considerable anxiety in this section to 
know which of the two is right. 1 do not 
pretend that Mr. Dods is to be compared 
with Mr. Balfour in point of scholarship, 
but he is, however, a good scholar and a 
candid man. He never preaches without 
informing his audience,and I have no doubt 
(that his discourses would equally inform 
‘the public. I have brought this notice 
before the readers of this paper hoping 
that he will be hereby induced to publish 
his discourses, or state-his views fully in 
the Intelligencer E. H.
